discrimination," 
Pravda’s editorial said. 
In their bitter feud with the 
Chinese 
during 
Khrushchev's 
time, the Soviets accused the 
Chinese of fomenting a schism 
in the Communist world with 
nationalist, chauvinist policies. 
The charge has been indirectly 
aimed at some East European 
Communists, most notably the 
Romanians. 
The Chinese premier headed a 
seven-man delegation 
to 
the 
celebration 
Saturday 
comme­ 
morating the 47th anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution. 
It will be the first high-level 
meeting between the Soviet and 
Chinese 
Communists 
since 
peace talks between the two 
parties broke down kl Moscow 
in July 1963. After that the con­ 
flict between the two nations 
sharpened and split the world 
Communist movement. 
The removal of Khrushchev 
had raised the possibility of a 
surface reconciliation. The for­ 
mer Soviet leader was a per­ 
sonal target for much of Po­ 
king’s bitterness.

Seven Killed 
In Bolivian 
Revolution 


LA PA, Bolivia (AP)—Fight­ 
ing continued in La Paz Wednes. 
day night as militia units loyal 
to deposed President Victor Paz 
Estenssoro resisted the nation’s 
new military regime. 
Seven persons were reported 
killed and 50 injured as air force 
planes attacked buildings occu­ 
pied by police and strafed mili- 
tamen on a hill near the capi­ 
tal. Students and workers also 
attacked the buildings held by 
tre police. 
Paz, 57, who became presi­ 
dent when a popular uprising 
threw out a military junta in 
1952, fled with his family and 
aides to Peru in a Bolivian mill 
tary plane. 
He told newsmen in Lima his 
vice president, Air Force Gen. 
Gene Barrientos, was to blame 
for the coup. 
“ He wanted to be president so 
he rounded up air force and 
army support and overthrew 
me," Paz said. 4T still have the 
support of my people." 
Paz said the head of Bolivia’s 
new military junta, Gen. Alfre­ 
do Obando Candia, “ is the best 
of the lot. He was not mixed up 
with the others, but Barrientos 
will doubtless try to become 
p l sident one way or another."

Before the counting 
can begin, the large-sized paper 
ballots have to be in perfect 
alignment. This was not the 
case in many Instances and the 
ballots had to be restacked.

If successful, the unmanned 
U.S. spacecraft will sweep with­ 
in 8,600 miles of Mars and pro­ 
vide the first closeup informa­ 
tion ever obtained about the 
planet.

Britain's Economic Problem 
By John Cham berla in 


Harold Wilson, the head of 
Britain’s n e w Labor 
govern­ 
ment, has begun his regime by 
putting a fifteen per cent sur­ 
charge. or tax, 
on 
imports, 
which is a trick out of the book 
crf the nineteen thirties when all 
the nations were going their 
best to defend their home eco­ 
nomies by “begger my neigh­ 
bor” devices. 
The excuse offered by Mr. Wil­ 
son is a good one from the short j 
term point of view. The British ! 
have been importing too much 
and exporting too little, which 
means they have had to worry 
about a balance of payments sit­ 
uation that might have ended 
with a disastrous gold d r a i n 
and an erosion of the -value of j 
the pound. Something had to be 
done about it, and if the Conser- i 
vative Party had remained in 
power it probably would have 
had recourse to the same sort 
of defensive tactics. 
Even so, what has happened 
in England is a warning to the 
rest of the world that the eco­ 
nomic health that goes with 
clearing the channels of inter­ 
national trade cannot be restor­ 
ed as long as we have the doc­ 
trine of Socialism to contend 
with. For it was the threat of 
a Labor Party victory that help­ 
ed aggravate the British import- 
export crisis in the first place. 
Knowing that the British Social­ 
ists would take restrictive mea­ 
sures to solve the balance of 
payments problem, British busi­ 
nessmen started a few months 
ago to stock up on imports. They 
thus compounded the problem, 
bringing on the equivalent of 


the sort of crisis that comes 
when factories 
become over­ 
stocked on inventory. Too much 
money going out, not 
enough 
coming in. 
The reassuring 
word 
from 
London to Washington is that the 
British tax on imports is “tem­ 
porary.” The Labor government 
proposes to give tax incentives 
to home manufacturers in hopes 
that they will modernize their 
plants to the point where they 
can undersell their competitors 
in world markets and so bring 
the import-export situation into 
a natural balance. The trouble 
with this idea, however, is that 
no government with commit­ 
ments to socialist ideology is in 
a good position to help an eco­ 
nomy r e n o v a t e itself. Why 
should a British steel manufac­ 
turing company invest in new 
and efficient melting or rolling 
equipment when it is under the 
t h r e a t of being nationalized? 
And why should any business 
concern be 
moved to 
enthu­ 
siasm when an orthodox leftist 
from the Transport and Gener­ 
al Workers Union, Frank Cou­ 
sins. who has no love for auto­ 
mation, is put in charge of a 
M i n i s t r y of Technology? Or 
when a novelist, C. P. Snow, is 
. made Cousins’ assistant? True 
e n o u g h , Snow, a 
physicist, 
j know s something about science 
in the abstract, but the adapta­ 
tion of science to business is 
something that demands a spe­ 
cial type of approach, one that 
blends engineering, market re­ 
search and cost accounting in a 
way that government 
bureau­ 
crats never seem to understand. 


Cousins has been quoted as 
saying that it will be difficult to 
“bring science into industry. Be­ 
cause this is such a brand new 
t h i n g.” Such a statement re­ 
flects an almost abysmal ignor­ 
ance of history. The whole his­ 
tory of the Industrial Revolution, 
from the invention of the steam 
engine on down, has been a mat­ 
ter of bringing science i n t o 
industry. 
What 
is 
most 
depressing 
about the “ temporary” British 
import tax is that it seems to 
confirm a growing world trend 
toward economic nationalism. In 
F r a n c e , de Gaulle is threat­ 
ening to pull his country out of 
the European Common Market 
if he can’t get satisfaction on 
general European 
agricultural 
policy. In the United States, 
there is a tax on the export of 
capital. The so-called “Kennedy 
round” of reciprocal tariff cut­ 
ting, called for under the Gen­ 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, has 
not been 
coming 
along as expected. 
Knowing the difficulties under 
which the British are laboring, 
the rest of the world may be dis- 
p o s e d to forebearance. “Our 
partners will understand,” said 
George Brown, who is second to 
Harold Wilson in the Labor Par­ 
ty hierarchy. But the I r i s h , 
so it appears from a statement 
by J. J. Stacey, the director- 
general of the Federation of 
Irish Industry, don’t feel very 
happy about “understanding.” 
Says Mr. Stacey, “This is a dis­ 
aster for Irish industry. Many 
of our exports could not get into 
Britain against this surcharge.”

solve the water shortage, and 
thousands of apartments to try 
to solve the housing shortage. 
But 
more 
money 
always 
comes in than goes out, and at 
the end of the year there’s that 
surplus again. 
Ifs an interesting problem. 
No other city seems to have it. 
But then there is no other place 
like Hong Kong. 
First of all, it shouldn’t even 
be here. 
The British got the island with 
a bit of gunboat diplomacy — 
the standard practice in those 
days — about 120 years ago. 
Since then, a little bit of the 
China mainland has been added. 
The government of China, of 
course, is Communist and its 
chiefs are the terrible-tempered 
Mr. 
Bang 
and 
Mr. 
Coffee 
Nerves of international politics. 
Ifs a wonder they haven’t 
taken the place back long since. 
Instead, 
they’ve 
become 
the 
largest investors in Hong Kong, 
pushing 
the 
British back to 
second place. 
“ I’ll have my money back in 
l l years,” said one British in­ 
vestor, “the Chinese Commu­ 
nists willing.” 
And if they aren’t? 
“Then I’m wiped out.” 
But people are pouring money 
into 
huge, 
substantial 
office 
buildings, 
factories, 
ware­ 
houses, homes, hotels, stores. 
Already crammed to the burst­ 
ing point with Chinese fleeing 
the harsh and humorless regime 
at home, Hong Kong decided to 
go into business on its own, 
mostly textiles. 
Then the tourists discovered 
the free port, where products 
from everywhere were on sale 
at prices cheaper than in the 
places where they were made. 
When jet planes came, Hong 
Kong was the first city in the 
area to build runways for them. 
Now tourists swarm in at a 
rate of half a million a year.

Young defeated 
Bricker by 153,000 votes.

Young was pitted against astro­ 
naut John H. Glenn Jr. in the 
Democratic prim ary. Glenn had 
a lot (rf things going for him, 
including the support of many 
state party leaders. 
But Col. Glenn was sidelined 
by an ear injury suffered in a 
fall at his hotel. He withdraw 
without striking a blow in the 
primary race. 
That left the peppery junior 
senator facing Rep. Robert Taft 
Jr. in the general election. 
Taft had a lot of things going 
for him, too, like one of those 
magic names in Ohio politics 
Robert Taft’s grandfather was 
President William Howard Taft, 
and his late father, Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, was 
‘Mr. Republican” 
in a state heavy with GOP vot­ 
ers. 
But Taft failed to breast the 
Democratic tide of 
President 
Johnson’s 
national 
landslide. 
Young squeezed through. 
He went to bed election night 
thinking he had lost. He left 
town the next morning without 
checking the returns. “I’ll find 
out later,” he said. 
He learned the final outcome 
while driving to Washington. He 
called his aides from the Penn­ 
sylvania Turnpike and got Hie 
new figures. 
“It feels good,” he said. “ I’m 
now cautiously optimistic.” By 
the time he reached Washing­ 
ton R was certain. 
During the campaign Young 
refused to concede that his 75 
years put him at a disadvant­ 
age against his 47-year-old op­ 
ponent. “I’m not as Young as 
I used to be,” he said, “but not 


as old as I expect to get.” 
Young has been in politics 
since 1912, when he came out of 
law school and won a seat in 
the Ohio General Assembly. He 
was elected Ohio congressman- 
at-large in 1932, 1934, 1940 and 
1948. 
He served in both world wars 
and won the bronze star at An- 
zio beachhead in Italy, later be­ 
coming military governor of the 
Province 
of 
Reggio, 
Emilia, 
Italy. His first wife, Ruby, died 
in 1952, and he married his 
present wife, Rachel, in 1957. 
Young has a zest for life, 
plays golf and ^nnis, swims 
every day and likes to walk. He 
claims a near-perfect attend­ 
ance and voting record in the 
Senate.

A 
wholly new’ President 
Johnson 
— new to himself and everyone 
else, here and abroad — will 
have to develop now that he has 
been elected to the White House 
on his own for a full four years. 
This is in handling foreign 
affairs, a field where his experi­ 
ence has been very limited until 
now. It’s a reasonable guess he 
will try to perform here as he 
did on the American political 
scene so long. 
It can be simply stated: try to 
get all you want but com pro­ 
mise if necessary to m ake some 
progress. 
As 
vice president, 
he 
was 
never more than a shadow, a 
good-will am bassador, of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy who ran 
foreign affairs with 
a strong 
hand of his own. 


After he became President 
and until now, Johnson m ade no 
overseas trips. For one thing, 
there was no vice president if 
anything happened to him. 
For 
another, 
he apparently 
felt he had a fulltime job estab- j 
lishing himself at home 
and 
trying 
to 
get 
his 
program s 
through Congress. He did so 
well it was his success here that 
laid the base for his presidential I 
campaign. 


As President he had foreign 
problems to deal with, but from 
within the White House, and 
never as a first-hand participant 
in solving them on the scene, as 
might be done through confer­ 
ences. 


He’ll still have to worry about 
his program s in Congress, but 
the Democrats are even strong­ 
er there as a result of the elec­ 
tions. There will now be a vice 
president, just in case, and the 
foreign field can’t be pushed 
aside longer. 
One of the first moves, proba. 
bly, will be visiting foreign lead­ 
ers, 
perhaps 
taking 
part 
in 
some kind of conference on the 
NATO alliance which is getting 
shakier, 
and 
perhaps 
summit 
talks with the Russians. 
This will be the first tim e in 
this generation, at least, that 
the foreign leaders eveT met 
any president like Johnson, for 
whom success and approval by 
the public are a necessary part 
of his daily diet. 
Since he has a great sense of 
the spectacular he can be 
ex­ 
pected to seek some sensational 


early trium ph that he can point 
to. Over the long run he will 
probably try to do in foreign 
affairs what he did with Con­ 
gress and politicians. 
This m eans getting something 
done. 
In short, in each instance he 
will seek some m easure of suc­ 
cess, compromising where he 
has to instead of insisting upon 
having everything his own way. 
After 
beating 
Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater in Tuesday’s election 
Johnson 
said 
he 
accepts his 
victory as a “ m andate for uni­ 
ty.” He was talking about trying 
to unify the divided forces at 
home. 
It is hardly an accident he 
mentioned 
unity. 
For him it 
means trying to bring divergent 
forces together. It’s the way he 
operates. 
It will not be surprising if out 
of his visits abroad comes some 
progress 
in 
problems 
which 
have been 
standing 
still.

While Johnson needs constant 
reassurance
